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This invent:icn relates to a rectang^l" tile- 
XiXe c.xpet. Which has both fxont and bacK pile layers 
.n.t cc.sti«« . rectangular tile-liKe carpet body so 
that both sides can toe lasefi. 

m the prior art carpet, pile is set in the 
,«nt side cf a rectangular tile-liXe carpet body bac.ed 
by a bacKins -terial, e.g.. rubber latex. With this 
carpet, only the front .ide with the pile can be u.ed- 
Therefore, it has to be cleaned frequently for the 
single side, i.e., txont side, is contaMnated soon. 
The cleaning de«.and considerable expenditure and labor, 
a. addition, the carpet is incapable of readily changxng^ 
colors. 

Farther, in use a plurality of such carpets 
„e laid on a floor soch that they are closely adjacent 

„„e another. At this ti.e. the individual carpets 
„e independently secured to the floor using separate 
cecurins ".-ns. e.c.. an adhesive or adhesive tape, 
.hereby maintaining their positional stability relative 

to one another. 

m this case, the operation of securing the 
carpets to the floor with the securing means such as 
.aheaive, adhesive tape is very cumbersome and requires 
long time. 1- addition, it requires considerable 
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kill to secure the carpets to the floor without 
f onning b gap betveen adjacent ones. Further, a con- 
siderable Ejnonnt of material has to be used as the 
securing n«ans. Therefore, it requires ft consiflerable 
expenditure to lay carpets. 

A primary object of the invention Le to pro- 
.vide a rectangular tile-li^e carpet body consisting of 
front and back pile layers- With this structure, the 
bacX side can be used when the front side is contaminated. 
This means that the carpet may be cleaned when both 
sides are contaminated- Thus, it is possible to reduce 
the frequency of its cleaning and hence the expenditure 
and labor thereof- In addition, the two pile layers 
of the carpet can in^srove the cusioning property, 
and the cushioning material can be dispensed with. 

k second object of the invention is to provide 
a carpet, in which the front and back pile layers of 
the carpet body have different colors. With this 
carpet, different colors can be enjoyed by merely 

inverting it- 

A third object of the invention is to provide 
a carpet, in which the front end back pile layers of 
the carpet body have mutually crossing pile setting 
directions. With this structure, the rigidity 
in the direction of its plane is increased, thus elimi- 
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„«i»9 tn. possibility .f curvin, ot t« .»x£ec. =£ 
the c^^pet boa, or curlin, ot the edges thereof after 

the caxpet has been laid. 

A fo..ri:h object of the invention is to provide ■ 
. „xp.t. in vhich two .iae. of the caxpetbod^ forming 
one corner thexaof each ...ve at le.st one extension 
extending i. the plane of .nd .u^st.nti.HT ^^^^ 
one surface of the body .nd having a thicKnes. substan- 
tially one half the thiOcness of the ^ody. vhile the 
other two .ides of the body forming the corner diago- 
nally opposite the first-mentioned corner each have 
at least one depression con»plementaxy to and having 
the sa^e size as the extension. With this str.ct.rc, 
a plurality of carpets can be laid on a floor such 
that the extension and depression of adjacent carpets 
overlap, with one of them nrged from above by the other. 
..ns. i. PO-ihle to reUah.y eliminate the c.rl-.P of the 
eaoes of the carpet and .tably hold the individual 
carpet, in regular relative positions vithout use of 
any separate securing means. Further, even if a slight 
gap is formed betveen adjacent carpets, the floo:^ 
will not be exposed, so that the appearance is not 
substantially degraded. Further, the carpets can 
be laia with high efficiency even by a person vho does 
not bave any particular skill in this respect- 

A fifth object of the invention is to provide 
e caxpet. in which t.o sides of the carpet body forming 
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oije cojmer thereof each hevc en extension extending 
in the plane of and substantially flusb vitb one starfBce 
of tbe body and a depression formed in the surface, 
tbe extension and depression having b thictaiesB sub- 
stantially one half the thickness of the body, vhile 
the otter two sides of the body forming the comer 
diagonally opposite tbe f ixst-roentioned corner each 
have a depression coinpleiDentary to and having the sane 
siae as tbe extension end an extension complementary 
to and having the saroe size as the first-mentioned 
aepression. With this stroctvire, the 
extension* and depressions of adjacent carpet bodiee 
1 laid on a floor overlap one another so they can be 

^ nrocd from above by one another. Thus it is possible 

to more reliably eliminate the curl-up of the edges 
of tbe carpet and more stably hold the individual 
carpets in regular relative positions withont use of 
any separate securing means - 
I Tbe above object s. features and advantegeE 

of tbe invention will become more apparent from the 
description of the preferred embodiments of the inven- 
tion, vhen tbe same is read with reference to the 
accompanying drawings. 

Fig. 1 is B perspective view showing a first 
embodiment of the carpet according to the invention;

Pig, 7 is a viev showing a plnrality of 
carpets shown in Fig. 5 laid together, and 

Fig. 8 is a view similar to Pig- 6 but showing 
« modification of the carpet shown in Pig. 

Figs. 1 to 3 show a first emtoodiment of the 
invention. deferring to the Figure, reference numeral 
10 designates a s^.are ^ile-like carpet bo^y ahout 
30 cn. in the length of one side and ahout 1 en, in t^.cX- 
ness. The body 10 has front and hack pile layers 
n and 12. T^e pile layers 11 and 12 have different 
colors. 7.1SO. these pile layers 11 and 12 have .ut.- 

cussing pile setting directions (as shown by 
eashed lines!. Further, two sides of the carpet body 
10 forcing one corner thereof each have an extension 13 
extending in the p.ane of and substantially fl^sh with 
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one surface of the body and having a thickness substan- 
tially one half of the thickness of the body, while 
the other t«j sides foxining the corner diagotmlly oppo- 
site the corner noted above eech h«.ve a depression 14 
co«plei»entary to and having the same si« as the exten- 
sion 13 > 

The carpet body 10 having the extentioh 13 
end depression 14 as shown can be readily fablicated 
by forruing an eventual carpet body having a predeter- 
mined size and then forming the e^^tension and depression 
by ren«ving corresponding portions of the body or by 
separately forming the front half body and the back half 
body having pile layers 11 and 12 and bonding together 
these half bodies such that thet ere diagonally slightly 
shifted with respect to each other. 

Fig. 3 shows a plurality of stjuare tile- 
liXe carpets having the above structure which are laid 
on a floor. As is shown, the ejctension 13 and depres- 
sion 14 of adjacent carpet body overlap each other 
so that one of the carpet bodies is urged fron above 
by the other- Thus, it is possible to reliably elimi- 
nate the curl'up of the edges of the carpet body 10 
and stably hold the individual carpet bodies 10 in 
regular relative positions ^-ithout use of any separate 
securing means. In addition, since the extension 
13 and depression 14 of adjacent carpet bodies 10 over- 
lap, even if a slight cap is formed between the adjacent 
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carpet bodies lO. the floor will not be e:cpcsed. .o 
^hat the .ppe.r.nce is not substantially aegradcd. 
Further, the carper bodies 10 can be lai« with high 
efficiency even by a person who does not have any 
particular sKill in this re.pect. StiU further, .ince 
both the front and back sides of the carpet body 10 
can be used as carpet, it is possible to reduce the 
freg;,ency cf ii:s cleaning and hence the expenditure 
and labor thereof. Furthern^ore . the two pile layers 
of the carpet body can improve the cushioning property. 
Moreover, since the. front and back pil. layers have 
different colors, the carpet permits different, color, 
to be enjoyed by merely inverting it. 

Further, where a plurality of carpets are 
l^id .och that the pile layers 11 of adjacent carpet 
bodies 10 have mutually crossing pile setting direc- 
tions, the collapse of an outer..ost portion of the pile 
layer 11 in the direction crossing the pile setting 
direction of the pile layer 11 of an adjacent carpet 
body 10. can be reliably prevented by the pile layer 11 
of the adjacent carpet body 10. 

Where the carpet bodies 10 are laid in the 
.snner as described above, the depression 10 of a carpet 
body 10 laid adjacent to a wall of the room is exposed. 
The exposed depression may be filled with a strip-like 
piece as the same maxerial as the carpet body 10- 

Fi^rther. if the contact surfaces of the e«ten- 
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sion 13 and aepression 14 of the carpet body 10 Shovn 
in Fig- 1 a" provided with securing means, e.g.« sur- 
face fasteners 20 as shown in Fig. 4. the individual 
carpet bodies 10 laid on 5 floor may be more stably 
held in regular relative positions - 

The other functions and effectiveness are 
sijnilar to the previous embodiment. 

Of course, it is possible to use separate 
securing means when laying the carpet body 10 according 

to "the invention • 

Pj[gs^ 5 to 7 show a second embodiment Of 
the invention. In this ei«bodiment. two sides of carpet 
body 10 forming one corner thereof each have at least: 
one esrtension 13 extending in the plane of and substan^ 
tially flush with one surface of the body and one depre- 
ssion 14 foraed in the surface, the eittension 13 
and depression 14 having a thickness substetially one 
half the thickness of the body, while the other tvo 
sides of the body forminc the corner diagonally opposite 
to the first-mentioned corner each have at least one 
depression 14 complenientary to and having the 6a«ie size 
as the extension 13 noted above and one extension 13 
comple».entary to and having the sei«e size as the first- 
mentioned depression 14. 

Fig. 7 shows a plurality of square tile- 
like carpets having the structure shown in Fig, 5 
vbich are laid on a floor. In this case, the extensions 
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13 and expressions 14 cf adjacent carper b.dies 10 
overlap one anothex, so that th.se carpet bedims are 
,,,ed fro. above by each other. It i. ^hus possible 

held the individual carper bodies 10 n».e s^.bly 
in regular relative positions.
